According to Mr. Lowman it was 
said., "high carnival” was being held 
on a foreign ship in the New York 
port area. 
"Under the law.” said Mr. Low­ 
man, "it is the duty of Federal au­ 
thorities to stop such an affair.”

IN ODD ACCIDENTS 
Hagerstown. — Alvin Zimmerman, 
five-year-old son of Harry Zimmer­ 
man, 30 Elizabeth street, lost his 
balance and fell from a fence on 
the outskirts of town. 
A broken 
arm resulted, and the boy had to 
be taken to the Washington county 
hospital for treatment. 
In front of his home on the first 
block DI North Potomac street, little 
six-year-old John Norris ran Thurs­ 
day. Passing motorists managed to 
dodge him. but he was caught by a 
bicycle coming around an embank­ 
ment where the street is under re­ 
pair. 
He was returned from the 
hospital Thursday, his fractured leg 
In a splint. 
A porch at Beaver Creek proved 
the unsteady perch of another, a 
younger youngster, George Schmidt, 
aged only three, suffered a broken 
arm when he tumbled; and he, too, 
required the attention of a hospital 
physician. 


Better relations bqeween officers 
of the law and motorists and more 
general adherence to traffic regula­ 
tions 
through 
persuasion 
rather 
than punishment is the aim of S. 
Edward Gable, president 
of 
the 
Pennsylvania Motor federation. 
"Plain, human courtesy on the 
part of both motorist and officer 
will do more to bring this about 
than will any other factor." Mr. G a­ 
ble said today. 
"The attitude of the motorist to­ 
ward the officer.” he explained, "is 
usually one of distrust and resent­ 
ment. This .should not be, for the 
officer who is worthy of the trust 
placed 
in 
him by his superiors 
inspire a respect for the law as 
much by his attitude, as by his au­ 
thority. 
Wrong Treatment 
"On the other hand, police officers 
very often make the mistake of 
treating motorists held for a minor 
infraction, just as they would 
a 
dangerous criminal. The man 
or 
woman who violates the motor ve- 
hivie act by committing some minor 
offense is not a criminal. 
He or she 
has committed a misdemeanor, most 
often 
through 
carelessness 
or 
thoughtlessness, 
which 
should be 
taken into consideration by the a r­ 
resting officer.” 
Sees Improvement 
Mi-. Gable said he looks forward 
to the day when there will be a bet­ 
ter spirit of co-operation between 
officers and motorists. “If both po­ 
licemen and motor vehicle operat­ 
ors stop to take into consideration 
the fundamental niceties in hum an 
behavior they will ge along much 
better, life will be more pleasant for 
them and there will be fewer traffic 
law violations and few-er accidents,” 
he stated. 
"The 
motor 
officer 
should 
bt* 
something infinitely more valuable 
to lbs community or the state than 
a mere nemesis to wayward m otor­ 
ists. He should be a guardian of 
the peace, safety and welfare of the 
traveler. Of course there are cases 
where the full force of the law is 
necessary to cope with the reckless 
and wanton driver, for whom no 
mercy should be shown. These are 
the exception, and in such instances 
the offender is really a criminal and 
should be treated as such. 
"In the less serious cases, how­ 
ever, courtesy on the part of both 
motorist and officer usually pays. 
Let s put the relations between po­ 
lice 
and 
motorists 
on 
a 
mort 
friendly basis.”

PLAN WORLD S LARGEST 
VAULT FOR JAPAN BANK 
York —S. Forry Laucks, president 
and general manager of the York 
Safe and Lock company, has return­ 
ed from New- York city, where he 
closed a contract with The Bank of 
Japan, Tokyo, Japan, for a job of 
large proportions. 
The work when completed will be 
the largest vault construction in the 
world. 
Mr. Laucks had been nego­ 
tiating for the contract for some 
time and was able to report defi­ 
nitely. when interviewed Thursday, 
th at the contract had been awarded 
to the York concern which he heads. 
The contract calls for the installa­ 
tion of two vaults, each 187 feet by 
76 feet. 
There will be seventeen 
vault doors. Six of these doors will 
be 
thirty-six 
inches 
thick, 
and 
eleven of the doors will be twenty- 
four inches thick. 


Chicago, May 3 (AP)—Scenes of 
desolation Friday marked the paths 
of tornadoes and storms which a f­ 
fected nine states of the Middle West 
Thursday, leaving twenty-three per­ 
sons dead and scores injured and 
homeless. 
The whirling black funnel of the 
tornado dipped to four widely sepa­ 
rated places—Tekamah, Nebraska; 
Westby. Wisconsin; Norborne. Mis­ 
souri. and Russell, Iowa—and cy­ 
clonic winds dealt death elsewhere 
in the affected area. 
Nine of the 
dead were women. 
Live stock was lost, crops were 
damaged and few villages in the 
area escaped. Nebraska, Minnesota, 
northeast 
Kansas and 
northwest 
Missouri were hardest hit by the 
erratic 
storms, 
but 
high 
winds, 
driving rain and lightning distribut­ 
ed destruction also over Iowa, Wis­ 
consin, Illinois and the Dakotas.
